Rule 6th. The arrangement of presenta- 
tion and reception will consist of an offi- 
cial order given to an agent to present a 
particularized paper or papers toa _particu- 
larized person or persons, and an official

But 
the Indians who made this miscalled trea- 
ty had been brought on here by the Parson 
He was in council with these Indians, aod 
proposed to apply the expunging resolutions 
to that part of the miscalled treaty, grant- 
ing reservations, &c., and they have refus- 
ed. The probability now is, that this pi- 
ous politician brought these Indians to this 
city with a view, that Government could 
do as they pleased with them when once 
brought here, as the treaty could not be 
made at new Echota without granting the 
above privileges. 

This treaty has been, it appears, strug- 
gling for life since its birth; and itis not 
improbable, from all these circumstances, 
that it will cease to exist by its own cor-

We believe that counter evidence 
has been already adduced, of a nature far 
surpassing, in weight, the claims to credi- 
bility which the accusations themselves 
could offer. The impure fabrication tramp- 
ed up by a woman of immoral character 
and jntave mind, ia conjunction wiil a man 
of equally depraved habits, can never be 
weighed in the balance with the testimony 
of Protestants, living in the same commu.
